The  Colorado  potato  beetle  is  much  more  numerous  in  southern  Q,uebec, 
south  of  the  St.  Lawrence  river > tlnan  for  several  years.

The  potato  leaf hopper  is  very  abundant  on  young  apple  trees  in  the 
Niagara  district,  Ontario* 

The  plum  curculio  and  the  apple  curculio  have  been  responsible  for 
much  injuip^  in  southern  Q^uebec.  In  southern  Ontario,  the  former  ppecies 
is  somewhat  more  prevalent  on  peaches  than  usual.
